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Weather Summary 

Montana received below normal precipitation for the week 
ending November 2"^. Wisdom received the most weekly 
accumulated precipitation at 0.48 of an inch. Butte had 0.34 
of an inch of rainfall on November 2, breaking the previous 
daily record of 0.28 of an inch set in 1919. Glasgow 
received 13.6 inches of snowfall in October, breaking the 
old monthly snowfall record of 11.5 inches set in 1924. 
Temperatures during the week were above normal. Highs 
were mostly in the 60s and 70s, and lows were mostly in 
the teens and 20s. Fort Benton had the high temperature of 
78 degrees, and Scobey experienced the low temperature 
of 8 degrees. Topsoil moisture adequate and surplus, at 68 
percent, is above last week's 61 percent, last year's 45 
percent, and the five-year average of 55 percent. Subsoil 
moisture adequate and surplus is 49 percent, above last 
week's 42 percent, last year's 28 percent and the five-year 
average of 29 percent. The number of days suitable for 
field work was 6.5 days, up from the previous week's 5.8 
days. 

The weather outlook for November lo"* through November 
16"^ is for near normal temperatures and near normal 
precipitation both east and west of the continental divide. 
Normal temperatures for this period in Montana are highs 
in the mid 30s to the upper 40s and lows ranging from 15 
degrees to the upper 20s. 



Field Crops Report 

Sugar beet harvest is behind with 82 percent complete 
compared to 96 percent last year and 90 percent for the five- 
year average. Corn harvested for grain is also behind this 
year with 19 percent currently harvested. Corn condition 
declined slightly from the previous week. Winter wheat 
condition has improved from the previous week. Sixty-five 
percent of winter wheat is good to excellent compared to 54 
percent the previous week.
